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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This is a response to the Applicant's amendment submitted on 1 0/05/2005. In 
virtue of this amendment, claim 9 is newly added and thus, claims 1- 9 are now pending 
in the instant applicant. Claims 5-8 were withdrawn from applicant. 

Remarks on newly added claim 

2. The new added claim 9 was added after the office action mail on 6/3/2005. The 

claim 9 is directed to a camera device that is independent or distinct from the invention 

f 

originally claimed as an electronic component for receiving and transmitting signals to 
the interior portion of the motor vehicle and that the Applicant had received on action on 
the merits for the originally present invention claims 1-4. Claim 9 was being withdrawn 
form consideration as being direct to a non-elected invention pursuant to 37 CRF 1 .145. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

4. Claim 1-2 are rejected under 35 U. S. C. § 102 (e) as being anticipated by 
Reichert (U.S. Pub. No. 2002/0175868). 

With respect to claim 1 , Reichert discloses a roof rack assembly for transporting 
articles along a roof of a motor vehicle having an interior, said roof rack assembly 
comprising: a frame member (10F-G) extending along the roof (see paragraph 0028 
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and fig. 4); and an electronic component (6) at least partially housed within to said 
frame member (10F-G) (See paragraph 0028) for receiving and transmitting signals to 
the interior portion of the motor vehicle (See fig. 4). 

With respect to claim 2, Reichert discloses a radio frequency receiver module 
because in order to get or receive the signal by using a balun transformer (see 
paragraph 0027). 

5. Claim 3 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103 (a) as being unpatentable over Reichert 
(U.S. Pub. No. 2002/0175868) in view of Wang et al (U.S. Patent No. 6,657,589). 

With respect to claim 3, Reichert discloses all limitation of claimed recited in 
claim 1 except for a radar sensor. However, Wang et al. disclose a radar sensor (See 
column 5, line 30-35). It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at 
the time the invention was made to arranging a radar sensor in order to sense the 
vehicle motion since such an arrangement of a radar sensor for stated purpose has 
been well known in the art as evident by the teach of Wang et al. (see column 5, line 30- 
35). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claim 4 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims, since the prior art of record and considered pertinent 
to the applicant's disclosure does not teach or suggest the electronic component is a 
camera for creating a digitized signal of a space disposed adjacent to the motor vehicle. 
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Response to Arguments 

7. Applicant's arguments with respect to claim 1-4 and 9 have been considered but 
are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
